age as they returned from a par- 
ty at midnight, herded them into 
an upstairs room of their home, 
handed the wife a ransom note 
and departed with Boettcher in a 
motorcar. 


Detectives and police who swarm- 


ed to the home and then started 
a search for Boettcher, a friend of 
Col. Charles A. Lindbergh, 
an- 


nounced they were told a watch- 
man on the grounds had been In- 
formed of the kidnaping 
shortly 
after it happened but that after 
an investigation he denied nothing 
•was '.miss. 
, Police said the watchman, who 
they identified only as Stephens, 


, received his information from a 
cook in the 
neighboring 
home, 


•who related to detectivesi she and 
a man friend were stopped by a 
motorist -who said he feared a 
robbery or a kidnaping was tak- 
ing, place. 
Investigators said the men, both 
armed, said to Mrs. Boettcher 
•when she was handed the ransom 
demand: "Give this to Claude and 
don't read it. He'll, know what to 
do." 
"Claude" is Boettcher's fath- 


er, Claude K. Boettcher. 
The note, typewritten on a piece 


of white paper, read in part: 
"Don't notify 
the 
police. Tell 
Claude Boettcher he better get $60- 
000 ransom. 
He better do busi- 
ness. 
Follow instructions. Notify 
us through a personal ad in the 
newspapers. 
Say 'ready to come 
home," Mabel, when you're ready.' 
Don't forget the Lindbergh baby 
Arould still be alive if the ransom 
had been paid." 
t 'Mrs. Boettcher 
told police the 
"men appeared out of the darkness

car. 


"Come here, Charlie—and stick 


up your hands," one of the men 


> ordered. "Do what you're told and 
evarything will be all right." 
Mrs. Boettcher, who had remain- 
ed in the car, said she sensed the 
situation and told her husband: 
"This is a holdup, don't resist." 


Auto Appears.

•when an automobile came around 
a corner and its lights reflected in 
the driveway. 


"Put your hands down until that 
car gets by," one of the men or- 
dered Boettcher, who complied. 


The car was believed to have 
been that o'f the unidentified man 
who notified the domestic in a 
home next door that a kidnaping 
or robbery was taking place in the 
Boettcher 
driveway. 
The victim's father, Claude K. 


Boettcher, offered a reward of $5,- 
000 for the safe return of his son.

recovery, 
based on balanced budgets and 
sound money, was laid before the 
senate finance committee today by 
Bernard M. Baruch, former chair 
mban of the war industries board. 


Baruch, a close advisor of Pres- 
ident Hoover and President-elect 
Roosevelt, was the first witness as 
the committee opened its inestiga- 
tion of the nation's economic ills 
in the hope of finding a road to 
recovery. 
The gray haired financier read 
a statement to the committee op- 
posing all forms of inflation, in- 
sisting that sound money was the 
basis of any road to 
recovery, 
and outlining new plans for farm 
relief. 
Other suggestions advanced by 
the New Yorker were: 
An international 
agreement on 


silver. 


Revision of the Versailles treaty 
to "remove 
the ago-old 
causes 


for 
world 
conflict," and 
thus 


speed disarmament. 
Increase the profits 
of 
farm 


crops by decreasing 
output. 
Aids to 
rapid 
liquidation 
of 


debts. 
Encouragement 
of 
rapid con- 
sumption of commodity surpluses 
and control of productive capacity. 


Baruch listed four causes of the 


depression: 
Inflation due to the war; debts 
and 
taxes, 
national 
self-contain- 
ment; excess productive capacity. 
He summarized his program for 


national and world recovery thus: 
"First and foremost, 
adequate 


credit beyond doubt; third, aids 
to rapid liquidation of debt; fourth, 
plans to 
encourage 
rapid con- 
sumption of commodity surpluses 
and to control productive capac-

The report pointed out that it 


still was too early to gauge the 
effects of the freeze accurately. 


Citrus suffered slight 
damage, 


with some early blooms lost, ths 
icport said. 
In North and East 
Texas, some epach, pear and plum 
trees were believed to have been 
killed. 


"In South 
Texas, 
some trees 


were in bloom and the set of fruit 
is expected to be light," the 
re- 


port said. 
"The Central 
Texas 


fruit crop probably suffered very 
little damage." 


Practically all of the snap bpans 
that were up were reported killed. 
In the Lower Rio Grande Valley 
about 75 per cent of the acreage 
was up, the report stated. 
Some 


of the acreage will be replanted 
and the final acreage 
probably 


will be cut 50 per cent. 


There was very little loss of ac- 


reage 
of potatoes and 
tomatoes 


in the Lower Rio Grande Valley, 
the report continued. Maturity of 
these crops will be delayed a week 
or more. 


Regarding Bermuda onions, tht 


report said that "while the acre- 
age loss may be small, the crop 
will be affected severely as

gards yield and quality, and ma- 
turity will be delayed.

spokesman for the Chinese 
national government hinted 
that the Chinese minister to Tokyo 
would be withdrawn in the event 
the Japanese started a drive in the 
adjoining Chinese province, Jehol. 
The Chinese spokesman, T. V. 


Soong, acting premier and finance 
minister, 
said 
he did not "see 
the use of keeping a minister in 
Tokyo if there should be a drive 
on Jehol, as obviously diplomatic 
measures would be of no avail." 
He replied "this matter is of no 
consequence," when asked if China 
were likely to declare war on Ja- 
pan but added "any attack on Je- 
hol would be just like an attack on 
Nanking and would be met by the 
force of the entire nation." 


The league, which has drafted a 


recommendation that member na- 
tions refuse to recognize Manchu- 
kuo, 
had requested Japan's views 


on a proposal to discontinue that 
government. 


Chinese 
dispatches 
said 
their 
forces resisting a Japanese offen- 
sive into Jehol province were hard 
pressed in the vicinity of the city

Chaoyang. 
Seven 
thousand 
Japanese troops were reported con- 
centrating on the east Jehol bat- 
tlefront. 


Fears that Japan was on the

the league caused a heavy slump 
in the Tokyo stock exchange.

foreign office spokesman said he 
believed Japan's withdrawal from 
the league was a foregone conclu- 
sion.

—(#}—Blind to the dangers of tot- 
tering walls, rescue workers dug 
frantically today into the debris of 
a wide area in this industrial city, 
still finding hordes of persons slain 
and maimed in yesterday's huge 
gas tank explosion. 


At dawn 
authorities 
computed 
as follows: 


Dead: Known. 61; estimated, 100 
to 200. 


Seriously injured: Nearly 300. 
Slight injured: About 1,200. 
Police, doctors and nurses, join- 


ed by grief stricken relatives work- 
ed feverishly through the night 
and fresh crews of relief work- 
ers too the places of those too 
weary to continue. 


The disaster was caused by a 


terrific explosion of a giant gas 
tank at. the 
Neunkirchen 
iron 


works, one of the prides of the 
rich iron and coal region, now 
governed under a League of Na- 
tions trusteeship, and which will 
go to either Germany or France 
after a plebescite two years hence. 


Many persons were tranned and 


killed in a 
crowded 
street car 


which was passing the big iron 
works at the moment of the blast. 
Then a fire broke 
out 
which 


spread destruction. 


The blast -was felt throughout 


the 
entire 
upper 
Rhine 
valley 


from Cologne to the Swiss border. 
In many Rhineland cities the peo- 
ple believed an earthquake had 
shaken the district.

blasts followed the first one and 
then the gas reservoir burst into 
flames. 


Many women and children were 


among the injured and every hos- 
pital in the city and nearby area 
was filled to capacity.

iron works. 
In the surrounding 


area, the streets were filled with 
the debris of homes and shops.

Three persons were killed when 
a ceiling fell in a movie theatre. 


The force of the explosion hurl- 


ed bodies across streets. All tele-

The tank which exploded was 270 


feet high and 150 feet in diameter.

the Texas legislative oil investiga- 
tion committee continued its long 
inquiry. 


Luther Swift of Henderson, dep- 


uty supervisor of the oil and gas 
division of the railroad commis- 
sion, admitted that the situation 
was bad in the East Texas field 
hut he said state authorities were 
enforcing proration as well as pos- 
sible -under exiuting statutes. 


"We've got to put the fear of 


God into the violators some way," 
&wift told the committee. He ad- 
ded that he had heard of several 
new violators within the past few 
weeks, persons who had never de- 
fied the laws before. 


The witness admitted that un- 
rest was growing in the area. He 
explained that a number of "chron- 
ic violators" continued to over- 
producs by virtue of court injunc- 
tions and that the patience of 
some of the law abiding people 
had become exhausted.- 


The committee was investigat- 


ing- the commission's administra- 
tion of proration. 
Swift aaid the 


commission's employes in the East 
Texas field were capable and that 
they should not be blamed for the 
breakdown of proration.

as a part of a conspiracy 


to gain control over market out- 
ets for petroleum products and to 
lessen independent competition. 
The suit asked maximum pen- 
alties aggregating 
approximately 


$,17,000,000 and
